The question now is as to what 


forces ha can bring with him. Private 
nformation is at hand tending to show 
that Lord Kitchener and Sir Alfred 
Milner have decided to accept his sur- 
render on the basis that he is merely 
an individual commander rather than 
Commander-in-chief 
of the' enemy's 


forces. General Dewet and General De- 
larey, as well as the other leaders, will 
probably have to be dealt with Indi- 
vidually on similar terms.
